DEATH BY HER SISTERS. 


YFUL SCENE IN A NURSERY. 


Se ‘en-Year-Old Daughter of a Well- 
Known Widow Seriously Burned, 
but Will Recover. 


Wheh Helen Gleeson, a beautiful child of 
7, appeared at the breakfast table 
with the bloom of a fresh young life on her 
cheeks, her mother, the widow of the late 
T. P. Gleeson, looked at her with fond 
eyes and told her she must put on her win- 
ter dress as soon as breakfast was over. 

Mrs. Gleeson’s thoughts dwell continu- 
ously on the happiness and health of her 
children, and she was afraid Helen might 
catch cold. The child had on a light wool- 
len wrapper, which her mother did not con- 
sider warm enough. 

After her morning meal Helen looked out 
of the dining-room window of her cosy 
home, 5581 Von Versen avenue, shivered 
slightly at the dreary aspect and ran gayly 
upstairs. 

She went into the large and comfortable 
sitting room where the children dress. Mar- 
jorie, aged 9, and Freddie, aged 11, were in 
the room They had just dressed, and when 
Helen entered with her golden tresses fram- 
ing her pretty face, they embraced her, and, 
quick with the frolicsome spirit of child- 
hood, gamboled merrily about the apart- 
ment. 

Helen went about the task of donning her 
new winter dress. She looked at the pretty 
garment with feminine admiration for 
finery, then faced the grate to toast her 
toes. N 

When Paul Gleeson, Helen's brother, was 
a child, he was slightly burned while play- 
ing about a grate fire. Thereafter Mrs. Glee- 
son made it a rule to have but one grate 
fire in her home, and that was always Cov- 
ered by a wire screen. The screen was in 
position when Mrs. Gleeson went down- 
stairs, but she recently hired two new serv- 
ants, and one of them forgot the cigid rule 
about the screen.

While Helen stood before the blaze, the 
servant put some fresh fuel on the bank of 
coals and neglected to replace the screen. 
This proved almost fatal for Helen. When 
the servant had returned to her work down- 
stairs the flames licked the coals and 
leaped upward with fury.

But Bulls Could Mot Boost It to the 
Dollar Mark. 


There were spasmodic efforts to boost 
December wheat Saturday, but without 
avall. 

Every advance was followed by a decline, 
and the market hovéred around Friday's 


closing price, 835c. 

It opened at Sc, but dropped off steadily 
to ae. 

As usual on Saturdays, liquidations caused 
a slight falling off during the opening hour. 
Then the bulls started another attempt to 
boost the market, but they failed. Despite 
the fact that European cables showed very 
little strength, the speculators worked hard 
to start wheat shooting up toward the dol- 
lar mark, partly for their own profit and 
partly as a McKinléy object lesson. 

They succeeded in boosting the price to 
Sic. It remained there for exactly twenty- 
five seconds, and went back to c. 

The unnatural condition could not be 
maintained very long and the price slumped 
point by point to 835%c, %c lower than the 
opening. 

The market was stationary for nearly half 
an hour at Be and started up again, reach- 
ing Sie at 11:30. 

There was nothing firm about the market, 
for it immediately began to slump again, 
dropping to c, the opening price. The 
closing price was 83%c. The net gain for 
the entire day was only Vc. 


WEALTH EASILY EARNED. 


Lucky Mineral Finds in the Gold 
Fields of Australia. 


One of the biggest lumps of gold that ever 
was found in the world was the prize of a 
party of diggers at Ballarat, Australia, 
says the Fydney D hile work - 
ing down their claim they had in the Course 
of their operations come upon various little 
nuggets, which, if they did not lavBhly 
repay them for their labors, at least kept 
their hearts beating high with hope. 

The claim was of an extent sufficient for 
24 persons, who comprised the company, 
and they kept on in very good spirits un- 
til they had worked down to a depth of 180 
feet, when, on June 11, 1858, the attention of 
all in the working was suddenly arrested 
and turned in the direction of an irregular- 
ly shaped mass which was feverishly freed 
from its surroundings. 

When at length it was released the dis- 
coverers held their breath in amazemen®4, 
for it was found to be so heavy that it was 
difficult to move it. Visions of wealth 
“beyond the dream of avarice’’ rose before 
their eyes in the dimly lighted working 
where this symbol of their dream’s reality 
lay before them-a solid mass of almost pure 
gold, measuring abou? 1 foot 8 inches long 
b 12 inches broad and 7 inches deep. When 
subsequently scaled it weighed 125 pounds 
avoirdupvois, of which only ten pounds were 
were ultimately found to consist of foreign 
matter, leaving nearly 1,600 cubic inches of 
solid gold all one piece, and capable of 
being minted into something like 9,350 sov- 
ereigns. 

After remaining in Ballarat for some time 
it was sold there for $50,000 and transferred 
to Melbourne, where it was also exhibited, 
and ere the 18th of March, 1859, again 
changed hands for the price of its gold, 
viz., W. It came to London in Novem- 
ber of the same * and was melted. 

Sometimes solid pieces have been picked 
up from the surface of the ground or just 
covered by the moss. At Kingower, Victo- 
ria, one of a party of observers lifted from 
the moss a mass which, when freed from 
about forty ounces of moss and quartz 
fragments, yielded 188 ounces of solid gold, 
and within half an inch of the surface, at 
the same place, another big lump, weighing 
236 ounces, was discovered in 1861. 

Now and again the search for the precious 


dent, In 1861, at Bendigo, an old deserted 
claim was reoccupied, and an earthen pil- 
lar, which had been left standing under the 
Impression that it was needed to keep the 
roof from falling in, was attacked by the 
new tenant under some happy inspiration, 
and with, for result, the dislodgment of a 
nugget measuring twelve inches in length 
and six inches in width, and from one-half 
to two inches in thickness. This unlooked- 
for find was worth about $6,000. 

Occasionally also, in the face of success, 
diggers have quite lost their heads in their 
feverisn excitement to hurry off and realize 
their spoil. At Ballarat a party of four 
started on a claim, and, after working to a 
depth of sixty feet, they suddenly came 
upon a huge nugget. Without waiting to 
see whether any similar good things were 
lying about they went straight to ndon, 
where they sold their prize for $27,500. Hard- 
ly had they left when another party of min- 
ers who had taken their place found within 
a few yards of the spot where the first nug- 

t was discovered two lumps of gold which 

etched $37,500. 


STRANGE LABORATORY IN PARIS 


Established in the Catacombs Under 
the Jardin des Plantes. 


Deep in the bowels of the earth a curious 
laboratory is about to oe established in the 


Jardin des Plantes. Under the gardens run 
some old galleries of the catacombs, which 
have not been ope in 100 years. The lab- 
oratory which is to be established in these 
galleries will give an opportunity to study 
the effect of upon animal life. 
Everyone has heard, says the New York 
Press, of the fish without eyes in the cave 
of Kentucky and other freaks which exist 
in dark wells and such places. These facts 
are of great in studying the 
evolution of man and species, but so far 
no researches wpon the subject have been 
carried out by scientists, 

Down in the deep galleries of the cata- 
combs it is always pitch dark and fish 
ponds will be dug in the solid rock and 
stocked with fish to study the effect of the 
obscurity upon them and their offspring. 
Animais wil also be kept down there for 


the same ped em i.

FORMAL STATEMENT OF CLAIMS

HE CONDEMNS CLEVELANDISM.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Senator Butler 
to-day issued the following:

NEVER EDITED HIS PLAYS. - 


Reason Why Shakspeare Did Not Trust 
His Dramas to a Publisher. 
There is a new answer to the old question 
why Shakspeare did not himself undertake 
the collection of his plays. Some biogra- 


phers have gone so far as to build up 
theory of his character on that fact; hold- 


and that when he had achieved his object, 
a comfortable independence and a hand- 
some house in his native village at Strat- 
ford, his interest in them ceased: Accord- 
ing to this theory, says the London Stand- 
ard, he cared ye | at all for the plays 
as literature, and had no regard for future 
fame, simply doing his work from day to 
day by lifting good stage ‘material wen- 
ever he could lay hand on it, and turning 
it into dramas in a rough and ready fash- 
ion, as any literary hack of to-day might 
do. Of course, such a theory is utterly de- 
structive of the notion of any deep, under- 
lying system“ of art or ethics in the 
dramas, such as critics of the Germanizing 
type have tried to find, and this apparent 
disregard for the preservation of the plays 
has given a good deal of trouble to students 
of this school. The Standard suggests sev- 
eral explanations of the fact that Shaks- 
peare did not devote the comparative leis- 
ure of his later years in Stratford to col- 
lecting and editing the plays. One theory 
suggested is that he may have projected 
such a recension and then have ‘died sud- 
denly, carried off, perhaps, by one of the 
infectious diseases so common then before 
he had time to complete the work. 

It is quite possible, therefore, that Shaks- 
peare did meditate, in the course of time 
going through all his plays, revising and 
publishing them; only he not unnaturally 
thought that there was no case for hurry 
and that the task might be undertaken at 
any time during the next twenty years 
Moreover, it may have been either that he 
still retained a financial interest in th 

Globe Theater, at any rate, as far as — 
representation of his own plays was con- 
cerned, or, if he did not, that he had parted 
with his interest to others still actively en- 
gaged in the work of the theater. In either 
case there existed a powerful motive for not 
bringing the plays 2 and publishin 

them in one volume, in an accessible formt 
When this had once been done it would have 
been easy for other theatrical companies to 
avail themselves of the text and to pla 

Shakspeare’s pieces up and down the coun. 
try, at no cost to themselves and at no 
profit ogg <a, . 1 ; 

Agains s suggestion it may b n 
jected that Hemings and Condell ‘toon this 
very course within seven years of Shaks- 
peare’s death, thereby producing the exact 
result which the argument assumes had to 
be avoided. But it is highly probable that 
the run on Shakspeare’s pieces for man 
years after his death material! slackened, 
and Hemings and Condell felt that the only 
safe way to insure the tuation of his 
works was to print and publish them. It 
has often been said that Shakspeare under- 
took no such task himself through a phil 
osophical indifference to fame, and, be- 
cause he attached little value to his dwn 
¢ritings. It is not at all unlikely that he 
rated whet is called fame much lower than 
most of those who are far less likely to 
achieve it. 

But we can hardly assume that he did not 
attach a more or less accurate value to 
what he had given the world. He was 
aware that much of it had been written in 
haste, that t was a good deal he would 
wish — —— =!

A BICYCLE BILL. 


The Municipal Assembly Proposes a 
Fifty-Cent Annual Bicycle Tax. 


If all signs do not fail the St. Louis bi- 
cycle riders will have the privilege of pay- 
ing into the City Treasury the sum of 50 


cents a year in the shape of licenses for 
their machines. 

The subject of bicycie licenses has been 
considerably talked over by the city officials 
for a year, but no defifite conclusion has 
yet been reached. 

Two propositions presented themselves. 
One was the simple plan of adding bicycles 
to the list of vehicles which should pay 
an annual license, and the other was to 
draw up and pass a special bicycle ordi- 
nance which would, in addition to fixing a 
tax, make other regulations regarding the 
rate of speed inside the city limits, the 
carrying of lights and bells, and the rule 
of the right of the road. 

In the measure now before the Assembly 
these matters have not been entered into, 
and the whole ordinance is practically a 
skeleton upon which the city fathers intend 
to build @ satisfactory law in the course cf 
time. 

Some bicyclists want to pay a doliar a 
year license for the reason that they will 
be entitled to demand more From the city 
in return than when they pay only 50 
cents. Others argue that inasmuch as a 
buggy pays only $3.50, a bicycle, whicn does 
no damage to the streets, should not pay 
mere than half a dollar. 

The Council Committee having this matter 
in charge will shortly hold a public meeting 
to hear all that is to be said on either side 
of the subject.

DAVID C. FRASER’S LONG AND 
PERILOUS JOURNEY ON FOOT. 


HIS BATTLE WITH WOLVES. 


& Western Athlete Tramping From 
Aberdeen, Wash., to Boston 
to Earn $3,000. 


David C. Fraser, after a two days’ rest 
in St. Louis, resumed a walk Of 3,168 miles 
Saturday morning. He left the home of his 
brother R. M. Fraser, 3727 Lucky street at 
7 o’cjock, and walked to the Eads Bridge. 
At East St. Louis he took the Wabash 
tracks and set out briskly for Toledo, O. 

Fraser’s home is in Aberdeen, Wash., and 
he is a member of the Athletic Club of that 
city. The club offered a prize of $3,000 to 
any one of its members who would walk 
across the continent from the Pacific to 


the Atlantic Ocean. 

Fraser undertook the task. It was spe- 
fied that he should leave Aberdeen July 14, 
and reach Boston on or before January 14. 
It was required that he should walk every 
step of the distance and it was positively 
understood that there should be no appeals 
for assistance along the line. Fraser had 
plenty of money when he started and it was 
understood that he could spend it for any- 
thing he liked save transportation. 

He is nearly a month ahead of his schedule 
and, although it necessitated a walk of 
one hundret and seventy miles to come 
down to St. Louis and see his brother, he 
decided to do it. 
days he has resumed his journey and is con- 
fident of getting into Boston at least a 
month earlier than required. 

David Charles Fraser was born in Aber- 
deen, Scotland, 28 years ago. With his per- 
ents he came to America at an early age. 
They located in Canada, where he received 
his early education: Fifteen years ago he 
went West and became a cowboy. 

For several years he has been in Aber- 
deen, a prominent member of the Athletic 
Club, under whose auspices he is traveling. 

He is 5 feet 10 inches tall, straight.as a 
shingle, and his muscles are like steel. He 
has a handsome face, darkened by exposure, 
His eyes are dark and he wears a slight 
black mustache. He is intelligen d is 
furnishing interesting letters of his™travels 
to the leading paper of the city he repre- 
sents. 

Mr. Fraser is proud of the fat that he is 
the first white man to succeed in crossing 
—. Shoshone pnd Great Snake Deserts on 

oot, 

For a distance of 295 miles there is abso- 
lutely no sign of Hfe. There is no water 
for that distance and no food can be se- 
cured. Fraser carried food and water with 
him and handicapped with this he averaged 
thirty-seven miles per day through the 
desert. 

He had a thrilling adventure with wolves 
on the night of Aug. W. had left Boise 
City, Idaho, and set out for Hawley. Ninety 
miles out from Boise City he camped for 
the night. He built a small camp fire, but 
could not sleep for the noise of what he 
thought were coyotes. He arose and started 
to drive them off. When he left the camp, 
instead of running up against coyotes he 
found they were fierce gray wolves. Raven- 
ous from hunger, they assaulted him. He 
realized his danger and ran. They pursued 
him and literally tore his clothes from 
him. 

They followed him clear to the camp fire, 
and while he was reaching for. a fire brand 
they pounced upon him, t rowing him into 
the fires When he brandished a blazing 
stick the. wolves flied. Badly burned he 
managed to keep the wolves at bay by 
flourishing his fire-brand all night. 

Next day he walked painfully along and 
met a Swede, who took him to the Sisters’ 
Hospital, at Hawley, where be remained a 
week, allowing his wounds to heal. He 
said he was the only patient received there 
in three years. . 

On Oct. 15 he came near losing his life 
a@Huntington, Kan. He was walking on 
the St. Joe and Grand Island tracks. He 
started to cross a high trestle, buf stepped 
| aside when he hear a train coming. Af- 
ter the train had passed he again started 
‘across. He had not proceeded more than 
| half way wher he hear repeated whistles 

from an engine behind him. He looked 
around and saw another train almost upon 
‘him. There was no room to step aside, and 
he lowered himself and hung to the ties.

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DID HE VOTE JAIL BIRDS? 


He Assured Judge Edmunds He Didn’t just 


and the Investigation Appears 
to Have Been Dropped. 


Herr “Butch” Wagner went through an 
unpleasant ordeal Friday afternoon. Judge 
Edmunds of Criminal Court No. 1 insisted 
that the keeper of the city’s bastile answer 
a few pointed and pungent questions. 

Wagner is a great politician. He holds 
the keys that kept from the polls 300 voters. 

Did he allow any of them to vote last

A rumor was afloat that Wagner swelled 
the Republican majority a few by taking 
several prisoners out of jail to the polis and 
permitting them to exercise the right of 
citizenship before he led them back to their 
cells.

Herr Wagner was found in his office perus- 
ing a journal on jail escapes.

He twitched at his hat nerv- 
ously with his fingers. The fear that he 
might be thrown in jail. for contempt and 
become his own prisoner had seized him.

“No, sir, your Honor,” came the feeble 
reply, and the jailer nearly gagged himself 
with fear.

TO REFORM POLITICS. 


Workingmen’s Bryan Club Will Pre- 
serve Its Organization Intact. 


A well-attended meeting of the Exécutive 
Committee of the Workingmen’s Bryan 
Club was held at 604 Market street Friday 
night. The object was to effect a perma- 
nent organization of the club and consider- 
able enthusiasm was manifested. Four 


ward branches of the club reported having 
already called meetings for that purpose. 
They only waited the action of the central 
club to begin work. 

“Much bitterness was expressed against 
the local managers of both political parties,”’ 
said a member of the Executive Committee, 
“and the Executive Committee 1 to 
outline a policy to be submitted to the club 
having for its objects to enter the politica! 
arena in the municipal election next spring 
as a non-partisan body for a good city 
government and as an inveterate enemy of 
rings, ward heelers and the boodle elements 
of both parties. It does not propose to 
nominate candidates, but will undertake to 
throw its 12,000 membership of active work- 
ers in favor of men who will have the cour- 
age to attempt needed reforms of present 
methods. . 

At present it is claimed that thousands 
of workmen get and retain work—not only 
municipal work, but under private indi- 
viduals and large contractors—through the 
influence of ward politicians, and this gives 
the ward heelers their great strength in 
their evil work of retaining control of 
municipal affairs. The workingmen propose 
to destroy this, as the only means of de- 
stroying the corrupt political rings of the 
city, and to see that thousands of dollars 
annually diverted from legitimate channels 
to line the pockets of ward bosses and 
heelers be expended honestly on city work 
and thus give employment to numbers of 
St. Louis workingmen now idle. They be- 
lieve every intelligent business man of both 
political parties will indorse them in this 
undertaking and materially assist. them in 
bringing about these reforms, even though 
it be necessary to nominate independent 
candidates against two sets of boodlers and 
ringsters.“

There were various other statements and 
insinuations closely related to these, but 
the correction of these will enable the 
ers of the Post-Dispatch to make allowance 
for the others. * 

Before proceeding to the formal refuta- 
tion of these charges, I wish to sax that the 
control and management of the Childrens 
Home Society of Missouri Nugsery has been 
for some time, and is still, the hands of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary Board. All the 80. 
ciety has had to do with it was to furnis# 
the money to run it. This the society has 
never failed todo. The Executive Commit- 
tee of the society meets regularly on the 
first Tuesday of each month to audit ac- 
counts, has never failed to furnish 
every dollar asked for by the Ladies’ Aux- 
iliary. If, therefore, the condition of af- 
fairs in the Nursery had been as reported 
in the Post-Dispatch, the society would not 
have been responsible for it. But they 
were not as reported, as shall be shown. 


The first and second charges, viz., that the 
children were in danger of starvation and 
without clothing, etc., shall be answered to- 
gether. That they are both false we have 
the sworn testimony of the cook and nurse 
in the Nursery at 1623 Olive street, St. Louis. 
The nurse has held her position since July 
16, 1896, and the cook since March, 189, and 
each still holds her position. These affi- 
davits state that the then acting matron 
previously to the scarcity of and 
clothes complained of, said she intended to 
“allow the supplies of the home to run 
down’’—“‘allow the provisions in the institu- 
tion to be consumed until there was but 
very little left, when she intended to report 
the situation — would have the situation 
fully reported in a manner to wake the 
ladies up.“ Affidavits further state that 
in pursuance of this plan the ‘provisions 
were consumed until there was much less 
on hand than usual’’—‘‘until they were 
much lower than affiant had ever fore 
seen them.“ Then the matron went, pro- 
fessedly, to the office of the Post-Dispatch. 
That soon after the matron’s return to the 
Nursery the Post-Dispatch reporter called 
and was shown through the house. These 
affidavits also state that even on the occa- 
sion of the reporter's visit to the Nursery 
the situation was by no means destitute. 
They also state, and the truthfulness of the 
statement can be shown from other sources, 
that at the time of the reported destitution, 
the Nursery was receiving regularly three 
times a week donations of meat from the 
Armour Packing Company, six gallons of 
milk daily from the St. Louis Dairy Com- 
pany and one bushel of vegetables from a 
vegetable man (Henry Kersieck is the man’s 
name). 

Now, it is clear to any thoughtful person 
that with these donations alone there was 
no need of a child suffering for food, much 
less being in danger of starvation.” One 
of these affidavits also states that the then 
acting matron told her that Mr. Bollman, 
treasurer of the society, had offered to fur- 
nish her money to meet the uirements of 
the home at any time, Mr. Bollman himself 
says he did tell the matron previously to 
any publication in the paper that he would 
furnish her with necessary money for the 
Nursery at any time. i 


As to the destitution of clothing, one.of the 
affidavits states that during her employ- 
ment in the home “it has been constantly 
provided with wearing apparel for all the 
children and suitable to all seasons.“ She 
also states that a few days previous to the 
visit of the Post-Dispatch reporter the ma- 
tron had had the heaviest winter clothing,” 
consisting of boys’ coats, overcoats, wooien 
dresses, shirts and flannel underwear taken 
up to a room in the third story,“ and that 
she did not, when showing the reporter 
through the linen room, tell him of the 
clothes thus removed. ° 

In view of these facts it is clear that there 
was no real destitution of either food or 
clothing’ in the Nursery, and that if there 
had been it would not have been the fault 
of either the Ladies’ Auxiliary Board or of 
the Children’s Home Society of Missouri. 

The third charge, viz., that the State Su- 

rintendent receives $150 per month 
— that amount while neglecting his du- 
tles on a visit to California, is as false as 
the other charges have been shown to be. 

I have a sgatement from H. man, 
tgeasurer of the Children's Home 8 
of Missouri, in which he states over h 
signature (this statement was hanc 
Col, Jones the same time the affidavite were 
handed to him): “I will-also state that 
during your visit to California in the month 
of August, 1896, you received no compensa- 
tion from the society and paid out of your 
own pocket a young lady to keep the office 
during said visit.” 

The same statement from the treasurer 
shows that from oy 4 2. 1895, to Sept. 30, 1896, 
fifteen months, the State Superintendent re- 
ceived $1,488.30, or less than $100 per mon 
while during the same period he collect 
and turned into the treasury $1,684.32 in cash, 
besides securing in pledges for the society 


$763.95. 

Instead of receiving $150 per month the 
Superintendent has received less than $100 
— month, while he has turned into the 
reasury from his own personal work 
$112.15 7-15 per month.
